three seats on Belle 
Glade City Commission

Qualifying for an open seat 
on the Belle Glade City 
Commission ended last Friday, 
and now the politicking begins. 

Incumbents D. Bill Mathis 
and J. Stephen Weeks have 
both qualified - ſor the seats 
they currently hold. Both have 
drawn a challenger for their 
seat. Mr. Mathis will face 
Daniel S. Bythwood, former 
long-time commissioner. Mr. 
Weeks has drawn opposition 
from a political newcomer, 
Cynthia Laramore. 

The open seat vacated by the 
resignation July 1 of former 
city commissioner . Rodney 
“Clay” Connell, is being sought 
by three candidates - Donald 
Garrett, Steve Wilson and 
Betty Boyer. 

Following are. interviews 
with J. Stephen Weeks and

and 12 in The Sun newspaper. 


J. Stephen Weeks 

Steve Weeks, 56, is running 
for his sixth consecutive term 
on the Belle Glade City 
Commission. He was the citys 
mayor from 1994 to 1998 and is 
the president of Seminole 
Supply Company, Inc. in Belle 
Glade, 

Mr. Weeks says he believes 
the quality of life has improved 
for the-citizéns of Belle Glade 
over the past 10 years-and he 
would like to continue to serve: 

There's still a lot of things 
I'd like to.accomplish,” he said.

Weeks’ goals. The _ infra-

Glade after Belle Glade Police 
Officer John Owens, along with 
his-K-9 partner “Bobby”, found 
him hiding. 

Palm Beach County Sheriff’s 
officials and South Bay Police 
Department officers handled 
the initial call about the es- 
cape. 

Both departments went to 
the prison, located at 600 U.S. 
Highway 27 South in South

Officer Hen- 
derson radioed the facility that 
there had been an escape. 
Prison officials were able to 
determine that two inmates 
had escaped after a héad count 
of the inmates was conducted. 
Later investigation revealed 
that Dinkins and Simmons had

They escaped through the out- 
er door of the -horticulture 
room, then stacked several 
chairs on top of a metal cart 
and scaled the razor wire?

All of these schools have been 
identified as “schools in crisis.”

following: 

Science and Engineering, 
Law, Business and Finance, 
Fine Arts, Sports and Health, 
and Technology. 

Dr.Effie Grear, principal, 
has high hopes for reaching the 
state goals through this pro- 
gram. “We are hoping to see ar 
emergence of a new commit- 
ment of students, teachers, and 
parents to a positive improve- 
ment and success for all. If this 
program ‘is successful, the en- 
tire community ds well as the 
students are the beneficiaries,” 
said Dr. Grear.

Chasing one hf Nature's most 
powerful storms sounds like a 
foolish» thing to do. but 
Bluestein says it is not that 
dangerous.

derstand the structure of 
storms so we dori't put our- 
Selves in any danger of being 
hit hy the tornado," he said. 
The biggest danger is driving 
those narrow country roads.“ 

In the movie, “Twister”, the 

storm chasers were trying to 
place an instrument 
was nicknamed Dorothy from 


one of the characters in the 
movie The Wizard of Oz”. 
From 1981 to 1983, the real 
storm chasers attempted! to de 
ploy the. Totable Tornado Ob- 
servatory in a tornado's path 
TOTO, named for Dorothy's 
dog, was a 400 pound package 
of instruments the chasers 
hoped would survive a tornado 
while measuring what was go- 
ing on, 

“Bluestein and his crew were 
able to place TOTO close to 
some twisters and obtain usefu. 
information. We gave up on 
TOTO in 1983," said Bluestein. 
"We decided it was too difficult 
to place the package in a torna- 


dos path.“ $ 


Today, Bluestien's crew at- 
tempts to obtain more precise 
meteorological readings in and 
around a thunderstorm. Using, 
weathe? balloons; portable 
Doppler radars and video cam- . 
eras, Bluestein has been able to 
create computer models of 
storms. They've also improved 
the training of tornado spotters 
who scan the sky looking for 
tornadoes when a tornado 
watch is issued. 

Bluestein has probably seer 
more tornadoes than anyone in 


history. It is on the order of a. 
hundred or more tornadoés," ne

I read the article about the 
tree (in the Palm Beach Post). I 
know both of the fellows who 
were in the article and Im stat- 
ing again, if this tree were in 
their neighborhood, disturbing 
their family, this tree would 
have been gone a long time ago. 
They would have called the 
police department, the 
Marines, the National Guard 
and everybody else. 

This is not a political agenda 
as far as I'm concerned, but I 
believe it is on some other's 
part. 

People are more important to 
me than this tree was. The 
health of the people, the priva- 
cy of the people is more impor 
tant. 


As city commissioners, we 
voted to cut the tree down. We 
weighed the evidence that was 
presented to us by property 
owners, taxpayers, registered 
voters and some who are not 
registered voters. When we 
had heard the evidence, we 
decided it was better to elimi- 
nate the tree than to have 


problems which could lead to 
the elimination of a person. I 
feel that a human being is 
more important than a tree. A 
tree has its place, but human 
beings also have their place. 

So, I voted as one of the city 
commissioners, to have the 
tree cut down, and I’m not 
sorry about that.
